No rth Katanga. 
Rep o rts receiv ed by the U N. 
said 20 Eu ro p ean p riests were 
k i l l e d . Vatican rep resentativ es 
said, 
h o w e v e r , 17 Eu ro p ean 
p riests and a lay bro ther were 
the v ictims. 
Neither the United Natio ns no r 
the central Co ngo lese go v ernment 
co u ld co nfirm the rep o rt o f an 
African sem inarian who fled fro m 
Ko ngo lo after the attack. Bu t in 
p assing the acco u nt o n to Prem ier 
Cv rille Ado u la the United Natio ns 
no ted that the sto ry was to ld u n­ 
der o ath in the p resence o f the 
Ro man Catho lic bisho p fo r Kiv u 
Pro v ince. 
The sem inarian said the tro o p s 
were inflamed against the Ro man 
Catho lic p riests becau se they were 
“ p o iso ning the minds” o f y o u ng 
p eo p le in the area. 
The p riests—believ ed all Bel­ 
gians—were 
lashed, 
the 
rep o rt 
said, and sho t by the tro o p s; their 
bo dies 
mu tilated 
by 
the y o u th 
gro u p s; then thro wn into a nearby 
riv er by y o u ng sem inarians who 
had been arrested by the so ldiers 
and fo rced to assist. 
No nu ns w'ere attacked, acco rd­ 
ing to the rep o rt.

tribu ting mainly to the giv er’s 
p o cketbo o k.

o nce again at the 22nd So v iet 
Co mmu nist p arty co ngress. It was 
generally assu med that Mo lo to v 
wo u ld be ex p elled fro m the p arty 
and at best wo u ld be allo wed to 
liv e o u t bis day s in o bscu rity . 
The anno u ncement that he was 
retu rning to Vienna aro u sed im ­ 
mediate sp ecu latio n in dip lo matic 
ciu arters tv ,at Khru shchev had su f 
fered a setback. 
The Fo reign Ministry at first 
said Mo lo to v already was en ro u te 
to the Au strian cap ital. Later that 
week the ministry said it did no t 
kno w' when he was go ing back 
The ministry no w will no t ev en 
discu ss the m atter with Western 
co rresp o ndents. Neither will the 
headq u arters o f the So v iet Co m­ 
mu nist p arty . 
Prav da’s article declared p eace­ 
fu l co ex istence is abso lu tely nec­ 
essary no w becau se a new wo rld 
war wo u ld be su icide. 
It p raised Khru shchev fo r hav ­ 
ing made mo re than 3 0 v isits to 
co u ntries 
in 
Eu ro p e, 
Asia 
and 
America in su p p o rt o f his p o licy 
o f p eacefu l co ex istence.

o f the high c o u r t in u p ho lding a 
statu te against kno wing p o ssess­ 
io n o f o bscene literatu re and mo t­ 
io n p ictu re films. 
The co u rt threw o u t ano ther law 
making it a misdemeano r to p o s­ 
sess o bscene films witho u t kno wl­ 
edge o f o bscenity . 
The decisio ns affirmed the co n­ 
v ictio n o f Nico Jaco bellis, m ana­ 
ger o f the Heights Art Theater, 
Clev eland Heights, fo r sho wing 
“The Lo v ers” , an imp o rted film, 
bu t rev ersed the co nv ictio n o f 
Allan S. W arth, m anager o f the 
Art Theater, Day to n, fo r sho wing 
the same mo tio n p ictu re. 
Jaco bellis was indicted u nder 
Sectio n 2905.34 o f Ohio ’s Rev ised 
Co de which p ro v ides: “No p erso n 
shall kno wingly . . . ex hibit . . . 
o r hav e in his p o ssessio n o r u nder 
his co ntro l an o bscene, lewd o r 
lasciv io u s . . . mo tio n p ictu re 
film.” 
Warth was co nv icted u nder Sec­ 
tio n 2805.34 2 which names it a m is­ 
demeano r to p o ssess an o bscene 
mo tio n p ictu re film, witho u t refer­ 
ence to kno wledge o r scienter o n 
the p art /ol the accu sed as to its 
o bscenity . 
The Su p reme Co u rt in a p er 
cu riam o p inio n declared that sec­ 
tio n u nco nstitu tio nal, 6-0. 
In the 
Jaco bellis case, fiv e 
ju dges 
affirmed his co nv ictio n, 
o ne affirmed in p art and o ne dis­ 
sented. 
A three - ju dge Co mmo n Pleas 
Co u rt fined Jaco bellis $2,000 o n 
each o f two co u nts o f kno wingly 
p o ssessing and ex hibiting an o b­ 
scene film. 
The max imu m p enalty u nder 
that statu te is $2,000 and sev en 
y ears in p riso n. 
Warth was co nv icted in Day to n 
Mu nicip al Co u rt and sentenced to 
30 day s in the wo rkho u se, fined 
$1,000 and assessed co sts o f $4 94 . 
The wo rkho u se sentei.ee and $500 
o f the fine were su sp ended o n co n­ 
ditio n he sho w no mo re indecent 
films. 
“The Lo v ers” was sho wn in 
bo th theaters in 1959. The m an­ 
agers said the U.S. Cu sto ms Bu ­ 
reau had declared the film was 
no t o bscene. The mo v ie was de­ 
scribed as a “ p o etic p o rtray al o f 
a fashio nable y o u ng French wo m­ 
an’s emo tio ns u nder the stress o f 
co mmo n, c o n t e m p o rary p ro b­ 
lem s” .

U.S. Plans Stern New Effort 


To Secure Test Ban Treaty 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
United States p lans a determined 
new effo rt in the nex t ro u nd o f 
disarm am ent nego tiatio ns to get 
the So v iet Unio n to agree to a 
treaty banning nu clear weap o ns 
tests u nder an internatio nal in­ 
sp ectio n sy stem, o fficials said to ­ 
day . 
The United States will go ahead, 
meanwhile, with its p ro gram o f 
u ndergro u nd test ex p lo sio ns, and 
the p ro bability is that in the nex t 
co u p le o f mo nths President Ken­ 
nedy will make a final decisio n 
to co ndgej nu clear test* in Uwt 
to agree to engage in “ serio u s 


sep arate nu clear test ban treaty 
u nder effectiv e internatio nal safe­ 
gu ards.” 
Fu rtherm o re, 
the 
dep artm ent 
said, the So v iet Unio n lo ng had 
insisted “that it will o nly discu ss 
su ch an arrangem ent (a test ban) 
in the co ntex t o f general disarm ­ 
ament nego tiatio n.”

The

States and Britain immediately

Info rmants said to day that the 
p resent trend o f administratio n 
thinking is stro ngly in fav o r o f a t­ 
mo sp heric tests aimed at imp ro v ­ 
ing U.S. nu clear weap o ns p erfo r­ 
mance and dev elo p ing an anti­ 
missile missile. 
The nex t ro u nd o f disarm am ent 
nego tiatio ns is ex p ected to o p en 
in Genev a March 14 . The date 
and p lace are tentativ e p ending 
ap p ro v al o f the 18 natio ns which 
will p articip ate in the co nference 
u nder U.N. au sp ices. 
Nu clear test ban talks, which

his control an obscene, lewd or 
lascivious . . . motion picture 
film .” 
Warth was convicted under Sec­ 
tion 2805.342 which names it a mis­ 
demeanor to possess an obscene 
motion picture film, without refer­ 
ence to knowledge or scienter on 
the part /of the accused as to its 
obscenity. 
The Supreme Court in a per 
curiam opinion declared that sec­ 
tion unconstitutional, 6-0.

The United States will go ahead, 
meanwhile, with its program of 
underground test explosions, and 
the probability is that in the next 
couple of months President Ken­ 
nedy will make a final decision 
to conduit nuclear test* in 
atmosphere. 
Informants said today that the 
present trend of administration 
thinking is strongly in favor of at­ 
mospheric tests aimed at improv­ 
ing U.S. nuclear weapons perfor­ 
mance and developing an anti­ 
missile missile. 
The next round of disarmament 
negotiations is expected to open 
in Geneva March 14. The date 
and place are tentative pending 
approval of the 18 nations which 
will participate in the conference 
under U.N. auspices. 
Nuclear test ban talks, which 
opened at Geneva almost three 
years ago, came to a dead end 
Tuesday. 
However, the United States and 
Britain stopped just short of mak­ 
ing a final break rn the negotia­

Moscow. Representa­ 
tives of the two Western powers 
told the Soviet delegation their 
governments were willing to take 
up the test ban problem as part 
of general disarmament negotia­ 
tions.

"The statute on which this con 
viction is based is a valid ex er­ 
cise of the police power of the 
state,” the decisi >n added.

court 
held that the prescribed 
standard of “obscene” used in the 
statute is not ambiguous, as the 
theater manager contended. 
“The test applied to determine 
obscenity," the court said, “is not 
what the i n d i v i d u a l involved 
deems obscene but rather what 
the community as a whole would 
consider obscene—a matter which 
is readily ascertainable.” 
“The 
knowledge of obscenity 
which is necessary to support a 
conviction under the statute is 
either actual knowledge or, where 
the obscenity is hard-core por­ 
nography or is a matter of com­ 
mon k n o w l e d g e , constructive 
knowledge. 
“The ‘possession’ required to 
support a conviction is not the 
mere private possession of an in­ 
dividual for his own gratification, 
but a possession for the wrongful 
purpose of circulating or exhibit­ 
ing obscenity, whether for profit 
or otherwise. 
“The statute on which this con­ 
viction is based is a valid exer­ 
cise of the police power of the 
state,” the decisim added. 
As to the sufficienty of the evi­ 
dence. Judge William D. Radcliff 
said in his opinion: 
“To me, it was 87 minutes of 
boredom induced by the vapid 
drivel appearing on the screen and 
three minutes of complete revul­ 
sion during the showing of an act 
of perverted obscenity. 
“The Lovers” was not hard-core 
pornography, 
that 
is 
filth 
for 
filth’s sake. It was worse. It was 
filth for money’s sake.” 
The opinion noted that there 
was no inconsistency between the 
court's judgment in the two cases 
involving the same film because 
charges were brought under differ­ 
ent sections of the law. 
In his opinion, Radcliff said: 
“It is not conceivable to us that 
a violation of Section 2905 34 is 
committed the moment an individ­ 
ual discovers that a book, picture 
or film in his possession is por­ 
nographic. 
“He could only be said to vio­ 
late the law when and if he forms 
toe purpose to use, exhibit or sell 
it wronpf’tlly . . . .” 
Radcliff 
referred 
to 
an oft- 
quo*ed c l i c h e to the effect that 
“it is not possible to legislate in 
the field of morals.” 
He cited the 18th Amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution as a 
classic example of that observa­ 
tion. 
“We sorrowfully agree that this 
is true,” Radcliff said, “but the 
impossibility of accomplishing that 
which is good for all the people 
should not and must not be used 
as an excuse for failing to try.”

Same Old Story 


As has happened often in recent years, 
the federal government again faces finan­ 
cial embarrassment unless the ceiling on 
the mountainous national debt is raised. 
It’s the old story — lots of bills to pay and 
cash running dangerously low. 
Congress, which authorizes the spend­ 
ing in the first place, is expected to oblige 
with another increase in the debt limit, 
as it has eight tim es in the last seven 
years. 
This is the situation: The government 
owes more than $297 billion. It can leagal- 
lv borrow* less than a billion more before 
it hits the “temporary"’ statutory ceiling. 
Managers of the national debt feel more 
comfortable with a working margin of $3 
billion or more. 


Congress will probably authorize an in­ 
crease of about $3 billion, above the pre­ 
sent ceiling, pushing it up to $301 billion. 
The highest the ceiling has ever been was 
$300 billion during World War II. 
For 
those 
in 
Congress who 
regard 
heavy government spending as the way to 
economic growth, raising the debt limit is 
just a bookkeeping operation. But for oth­ 
ers who believe that the government, like 
everybody 
else, 
should live 
within its 
means, raising the ceiling has become a 
painful, though necessary, ritual. 
The irony of it lies in the fact that le­ 
galizing an increase in the debt is a mere 
formality that has been forced by congres­ 
sional spending, much of it on the w i l d 
side.

The President’s State of the U n­ 
ion speech has the United States 
way ahead in the Cold W ar, al­ 
though a year ago we w ere be­ 
hind. His data is conclusive and 
encouraging. The students could 
not know until the President told 
them w'hat he had done to achieve 
such a result as this: 
“ But our strength m ay be te st­ 
ed at m any levels. We intend to 
have at all tim es the capacity to 
resist non-nuclear, or lim ited, a t­ 
tacks as a com plem ent to our nu­ 
clear capacity, not as a substitute. 
“ Thus

the 
num ber of ready com bat divisions 
in the A rm y’s Strategic Reserve, 
increased our troops in Europe, 
built up the M arines, added new 
sealift and airlift capacity, m od­ 
ernized our weapons and am m uni­ 
tion. 
expanded our 
antiguerrilla 
forces and increased the 
active 
fleet by more than seventy vessels 
and our tactical Air 
Forces 
by 
nearly a dozen w ings.” 
Maybe 
the 
P resident 
should 
have spoken earlier because what 
he says is what the students want 
to hear. It is heart-w arm ing that 
our young people are neither dis­ 
couraged nor frightened. In fact. | 
we are ready to m eet the pro­ 
blem s that face us. These Y a l e ’ 
questions and answ ers are excit­ 
ing: 
“ In regard to the overall m ili­ 
tary strength of the two blocs, do 
you think that the U. S. is: 
2 per cent Much stronger than 
Russia 
38 per cent Stronger than Russia 
15 per cent W eaker than Rus­ 
sia 
0 Much w eaker than Russia 
7 per cent Don't know 
"Should the U. S. becom e m ore 
agressive in the Cold War? 
86 per cent Y es.” 
Anyone w ho listened to P r e s i- 
dent Kennedy’s speech cannot p o s-1 
sibly assum e that he believes that I 
the United States is w eaker than 
Soviet Russia. In fact, e ’ ery s ta te -j 
m ent he made gave the prospect 
and the hope that we can m eet 
! every obstacle that 
Soviet R us­ 
sia places in our path. We are re a ­ 
dy to meet Russia — not to wait 
for others to lead. The President 
agrees with the students that 1962, 
is the tim e. 
It is interesting that when older 
generations are questioned, they 
express fear of another w ar; the 1 
i younger people, who have to give 
their lives in any w ar to come, do 
not fear war. They fear only the 
loss of freedom . It grows in creas-, 
ingly clear that youth in this coun-j 
try has moved far away from the 
Com m unist 
propaganda 
of 
the 
1930’s. Although it is too early and 
too optim istic to believe that the 
: Com munist effort rn the United i 
States has utterly failed, it is cor- . 
i rect to believe that the Commun- j 


ists no longer are m aking head­ 
way. 
Youth has gone conservative as 
com pared to the 1930's. The dang­ 
er is that it may be m isled by re ­ 
actionaries who are a wild peril 
to any nation, as great a peril as 
the 
Com m unists. 
N evertheless 
there is hope that the reactionar­ 
ies will be met as effectively as 
the Com m unists have been. U nder 
the 
Presidency of John 
F. Ken­ 
nedy, it is to be hoped that a con­ 
servative realism will rescue this 
nation from the m enace of rea c­ 
tion. At any rate, one battle seem s 
to have been won; we shall not 
lose the other. 
This 
the 
Yale

clear. In the 1930's and 1940’s the 
response to the identical questions 
wrould not have been the sam e. 
In fact. Yale was one of the uni­ 
versities 
w h e r e 
conservatives

Dem Leaders 


To Split School 
Aid Measure 


College Assistance 
To Get First Crack 
At OK by Congress 


w a s h in g t o n t a p) — House 
Democratic leaders announced af­ 
ter a meeting with President Ken­ 
nedy Tuesday they will press legis­ 
lation for federal aid to colleges 
as a separate measure from fed­ 
eral funds for public schools. 
Speaker John W. McCormack, 
D-Mass., said chances for approv­ 
al of school legislation appeared 
better by splitting the two and 
taking up the college measure 
first. 
The speaker and other Demo­ 
cratic congressional leaders met 
with Kennedy at the first of this 
congressional 
session’s 
weekly 
breakfasts at the White House. 
“The important thing is to sep­ 
arate the higher education bill,” 
McCormack told reporters. 
Both 
the 
college 
and 
public 
school aid proposals were bogged 
down last year in the House Rules 
Committee. They were victims of 
a controversy over whether to in­ 
clude aid for parochial schools in 
the general education measure. 
President Kennedy took a stand 
that aid to church schools was of 
doubtful 
constitutionality, 
but 
many Roman Catholic leaders in­ 
sisted 
parochial 
schools 
should 
have help if federal funds went to 
public schools. 
McCormack, a Roman Catholic 
as is Kennedy, was one of those 
who backed 
aid 
for 
parochial 
schools. 
The administration has recom­ 
mended spending $2.5 billion over 
the next three years on public 
school construction and teacher 
salaries. Its higher education bill 
would provide $2 billion over a 
period of years for college build­ 
ings and scholarships. 
McCormack was asked if the 
strategy of dealing first with high­ 
er education and putting aside the 
public school proposal for a while 
was entirely agreeable to Ken­ 
nedy, who has urged Congress to 
approve both bills. McCormack 
said it was “ not discussed except 
in a general way.’ 
Asked whether the order of at­ 
tack 
indicated 
the 
Democratic 
leadership would press more dili­ 
gently for aid to colleges than to 
public schools, McCormack said 
no—that “from the tactical angle 
opposition to the higher education 
bill is not as strong as to the 
general education bill.” From that 
standpoint, he said, it would be 
“ logical” to move first on the 
higher education proposal. 
“ This does not mean there will 
not he a determined effort to get 
the general school bill out of com­ 
m ittee,” McCormack said. 
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Ohio River-Erie 
Canal Is Debated 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (AP) — 
Congressmen, representatives of 
the Youngstown steel 
industry, 
railroad 
representatives 
and 
a 
minister pleading the cause of a 
village that would be buried by a 
proposed Lake Erie-to-Ohio River 
Canal . . . 
These were among the witnesses 
who presented widely divergent 
views on the proposed waterway 
at a hearing conducted by the 
Army Corps of Engineers here 
Monday. 
Vigorous opposition came from 
John C. Bane of Pittsburgh, rep­ 
resenting the Upper Ohio Valley 
Association, which is dominated 
by the railroads. 
He said the waterway would 
cost “ a billion and one - third 
dollars 
and 50 million dollars a 
year to operate. 
“ The Panama Canal didn't cost 
that,” said Bane. “Neither did the 
St. Lawrence Seaway.” 
The loss to the railroads in 
freight shipments would come to 
$100 million a year, Bane said, 
adding that for $100 million the 
government could build a railroad 
along the proposed canal route 
and haul ore and coal free of 
charge for many years. 
A labor management team from 
the Youngstown area presented a 
plea for the canal. 
Jam es P. 
Griffin, director of District 26 of 
the United Steelworkers of Amer­ 
ica, said the Youngstown-Warren 
area Ms slowly and surely dying, 
and the railroads are chiefly re ­ 
sponsible.” 
The area has more than 20,000 
unemployed steelworkers, he said, 
because the plants cannot compete 
with those located where public 
funds have built waterways. He 
referred specifically to the Dela­ 
ware River Valley and the Chi­ 
cago area.

Judge Raps 
Bond-Posting, 
Invited Appeal 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — An auto 
mobile driver should not be re­ 
quired to post bond to cover pos­ 
sible civil suit dam ages arising 
from an accident for which he is 
blameless, a municipal judge held 
today. 
Judge Nathan Koplin said forc­ 
ing such bond-posting is an invas­ 
ion of constitutional rights. He in­ 
vited the state to appeal his de­ 
cision and put the issue to higher 
courts. 
In the case involved, the state 
r e g i s t r a r of motor vehicles 
brought David Williams, 26, into 
court for failing to surrender li­ 
cense plates driver’s license as an 
alternative to posting $69 in cash 
bond. Williams carried no insur­ 
ance on his car which was in 
volved in a minor accident a year 
ago. 
In that accdent Williams was 
stopped at a traffic light when the 
car stopped behind his was struck 
from the rear by a third car and 
pushed into Williams’ car. Total 
dam age involved exceeded $100, 
and in such cases bond-posting is 
required of uninsured drivers in 
volved. But blam e for the acci­ 
dent was fixed on the third-car 
driver who was fined for failing 
to stop within an assured clear 
distance, and an insurance com ­ 
pany paid Williams for the slight 
dam age to his car. It was clear, 
the judge held, that Williams was 
in no way at fault.

Keep the nam e LASER under 
your hat. Some day, devices b ear­ 
ing that m onicker m ay vastly in­ 
crease the range of space com ­ 
m unication; m ake possible knife- 
less surgery; allow’ transm ission 
cf IOO million sim ultaneous tele­ 
phone calls; and even provide a 
nev- form of death ray. 
N avy and other scientists say 
such possibilities are envisioned 
from still highly experim ental re ­ 
search on the LASER technique, 
m ore form ally known as “ Light 
Amplification by Stim ulated E m is­ 
sion of R adiation.’

CLEVELAND (A P )—The execu­ 
tive director of the Ohio Citizens 
Council for H ealth and W elfare 
says reconstruction of Ohio’s w el­ 
fare adm inistration is badly need­ 
ed. 
“ Today, w elfare is a com plicat­ 
ed m ess,” R ichard S. Bachm an 
told the general assem bly of the 
Cleveland 
Federation 
of Settle­ 
m ents Tuesday. O n e of the m ost 
pressing needs, he said, is sm al­ 
ler Ohio counties banding together 
into regions for w elfare adm inist­ 
ration purposes. 
“ Some of these counties are too 
sm all to provide adequate facilities 
and staff for w elfare w ork,” he 
said. Bachm an said it w as espec­ 
ially strange th at the adm inistra­ 
tion of w elfare in Ohio, with the 
exception of old-age assistance. 
was left to counties and m unici­ 
palities. 
“ The state puts up the m ajority 
of 
w elfare 
money 
that 
doe sn t 
com e from the federal govern­ 
m ent,” he said, but local govern­ 
m ents control the program .” 
He said money paid for all types 
of public a s s i s . a n c e in Omo 
am ounted to $226.5 million in 1960.
